N HE Society for: Promoting Chriftion 
Knowledge were for many Years en- 
gaged in carrying on ſuch Deſigns as 
Sas they judged might promote the Intereſts 
* of true Religion, and the Honour of 
Pra” G OD, by whole Bleſſing this good Work 
has been continually proſpering in their Hands; but 
finding that their Deſigns were not ſo enerally 
known as they could with, and conſequently not ſo 
much encouraged as it was preſumed they would be, 
when further known; they reſolved not only to 
publiſh an Account of them, but alſo to commu- 
nicate to the World, from year to year, their Pro- 
ceedings, and the State of — Affairs.

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Turs Soor u conſiſts partly of 8 U B- 
SC RIBING, and partly of CO RR E- 
SPONDING Members; who, before they can 
be choſen, muſt be recommended in the Form N' I. 
in the Appendix. Of the former you have a com- 
plere Liſt under the ſame Number in the Appendix. 
They ſubſcribe ſuch Annual Sums as every one 
thinks proper, towards ſupporting the Expences of 
the Society; and have their regular Meetings, in 
which all Buſineſs relating thereunto is tranſacted. 
And as moſt of theſe, when this Society was firſt 
formed, lived in or near London, they were then, and 
until 4. D. 1727, called RESIDING Members. 
The latter are fuch Perſons in Great Britgin and 
Ireland, and other Proteſtant Countries, as are 
choſen to correſpond with the Society, on purpoſe 
to acquaint them with the State of Religion in 
their Neighbourhood ; to ſuggeſt ſuch Methods of 
doing Good as occur to them ; to diſtribute Bibles, 
with fuch religious, as well as uſeful Books, as ſhall 
be approved of, and recommended by the Society; 
and to remit any occaſional Benefactions, which they 
are pleaſed to contribute themſelves, or. collect from 
well diſpoſed Chriſtians, 

BuT for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Defigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs,

belonging to the Kingdom of England. | Foreign Parts. 

Bur their Charter being limited to Foreign Parts, The Incorpo- 
and the Bufineſs of that Corporation being hitherto rated Society 
confined to the Britiſh Plantations in America, moſt 3". — 
of the Original Members of our Voluntary Society Plantations, 
ſtill continued to carry on, in that Capacity, their den 
more extenſive Deſigns for advancing the Honour of r 
GOD, and the Good of Mankind, by promoting /uncarySeciery.. 
Chriſtian Knowledge, both at Home and in other 
Parts of the World, by the beſt Methods that ſhould 
offer. They are therefore a Society diſtinct from 
that Corporation, and are known by the Name of the 
Society for Promoting Chriſtian Knowledge. 

THE1R principal Methods were the ſame as they 
had been before. The F1RsT was to procure and 
encourage the erecting of CHARITY-SCHoOLs in all Charity. 
Parts of the Kingdom : and, that thoſe Schools might —_— 
anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- 
ed, the Society have not been wanting (in their Cor- 
reſpondence with ſuch of their Members as have been 
concerned in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend art all Times that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed to inure the Children of 
the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, that ſo. they may

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become good Chriſtians, loyal and uſeful Subjects, 
and be willing as well as fit to be employed, nor on- 
ly in Trades or Services, but alſo in Huſbandry, Navi- 
gation, or any other Buſineſs that ſhall be thought 
of moſt Uſe and Benefit to the Publick. With theſe 
Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Set 


of Rules for the good Order and Government of theſe 


Schools as had been approved: of by the Arch- 
biſhops and Biſhops, who directed that the ſame 
ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes. 
What Care they have taken, and what' they have 
done in theſe Particulars, will appear from N' II. in 
the Appendix. | mon 
ANnoTHER Method was to diſperſe, both at Home 
and Abroad, Bibles, Prayer-Books, and divers Sorts 
of Religious Tracts: and accordingly they have, by 
the Aſſiſtance of their Members, diſperſed an in- 
credible Number of them, in ſuch a Manner as 
they have Reaſon to hope has tended to the great 
Increaſe of the Knowledge and Practice of our holy 
Religion. Theſe Books and Tracts (of which there 
is a Catalogue in the Appendix, Ne III.) are to be had 


by their own Members on the Terms there ſet down. 


THEsE are the General Deſigns of this Society: 
and they have hitherto been enabled, by their own 
Annual Subſcriptions, and the Legacies or other ca- 
ſual Benefactions of well diſpoſed Perſons, to raiſe a 
Fund ſufficient to carry them on ſucceſsfully from 
Year to Year at a very conſiderable Expence: and 
they ſtil] truſt to the Bleſſing of GOD, and the 
Zeal of their Members, that ſuch good Works will 
never fail to flouriſh and abound for lack of Liberal 
Supplies from Charitable Chriſtians.

In. the Year 1720, the Society extended their Re- 
gard to the Greek Church in Paleſtine, Syria, Meſopo- 
tamia, Arabia, and Egypt. To this End they pub- 
liſhed Propoſals for Printing here, with a new Set 
of Types, the New Teftament and Pſalter, in Ara- 
bick : and were enabled, by the Bleſſing of Gop, on 
the Recommendation of the Biſhops, joined to the 
Charity and Zeal of their own Members, to procure 
an Edition of above 6,000'P/alters, and 10,000 Tefta- 
ments, as alſo of 5,000 Catechetical Inſtructions, with 
an Abridgment of the Hiſtory of the Bible annexed, 
at ſo large an Expence as the Sum of 2,9706/. 1s. 6:4.; 
to which His late Majeſty King George I. was a boun- 
tiful Contributor, by a gracious Benefaction of Five 
Hundred Pounds. 5.898 Pſalters, 4, 246 New Teſta- 
ments, and 2, 248 Catechetical Inſtructions, with the 
Abridgment aforeſaid, have been already ſent to thoſe 
Parts, into Per/ia by means of their Correſpondents in 
Ruſſia, or into India through the Hands of their Miſ- 
fionaries ; and the reſt are reſerved to be ſent as Occa- 
ſion ſhall offer. | 

Tux Society having had the Pleaſure to ſee the 
Succeſs of the Endeavours uſed in many Towns 
and Villages for employing the Poor and their 
Children, by ſetting up WorK-nHovusts, that 


nothing might be wanting to encourage the Pro- 


ſecution 
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fecution of ſo uſeful a Deſign, they cauſed in the 
Year 1725 a Collection of the beſt Accounts of ſuch 
TUorkhoulſes to be publiſhed ; which was reprinted 
with very large Additions, in 17333 in order to re- 
commend and forward, throughout the Kingdom, the

recommended, 


Execution of the ſame Scheme, wherein a particular - 


Regard ought always to be had to ſuch an Education 
of poor Children, as may, by bringing them up in 
the Faith, Knowledge, and Obedience of the Goſpel, 
2 through the Grace of God, the moſt effectual 
eans to make them uſeful Members of the Commu- 
nity, as well as truly happy in the Life that now is, 
and in that which is to come. 
In the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 
when they heard the melancholy Account of the Suf- 
ferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/tzburg, having firſt

obtained His Majeſty's Leave, reſolved upon doing all 


that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections for their gbr 
pry Brethren. To this End, in June the ſame Exits reliev- 


ear, they publiſhed An Account of the Sufferings of © 


the perſecuted Proteſtants in the Archbiſhoprick of Saltz= 
burg, &c. and afterwards publiſhed A further Account

of their Sufferings, &c. with an Extract of the Journals 


of M. Von Reck, the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport 
of inmate {+ to Georgia, and of the Miniſters that 
accompanied them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts, 


being enforced by the generous Example of many No- 
ble and Honourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Con- 
tributions, and earneſt Exhortations from the Righr 
Reverend the Biſhops, and their Clergy, had, through 
Gob's Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of 
charitable and * of every yo 
an 
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and Denomination, that the Society, beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany, were enabled to 
ſend over to the Engliſh Colony in Georgia in the 
Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four Tranſports, 
conſiſting of more than two Hundred Proteſtant Emi- 
grants, chiefly Sa/tzburgers; who, with two Miſſion- 
aries and a Schoolmaſter, legged by themſelves at 
Ebenezer upon ſuch Lands as were aſſigned to them 
by the Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony. 
Tur great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 
many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary. for 
the Support and Encouragement of this Infant Settle- 
ment, together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary for their 
Two Miſſionaries and. Schoolmaſter, had ſo far re- 
duced the Charities belonging to this Branch of the So- 
CIETY's Deſigns, that they. had nothing left to anſwer 
any future Wants and Contingencies, excepting 2 500/. 
New South, Sea Annuities, which had been purchaſed 
as a ſtanding Fund for paying the aforeſaid Annual 
Salary to the Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter. Bur the 
lowering of public Intereſt ſo affected the Society, that 
they knew not how to make good this Annual Salary, 
towards which they continued to receive little or no, 
Aſſiſtance. Being defirous, however, that this good 
Work ſhould not fail for want of Support, they, out 
of the Money raiſed by the Annual Subſcriptions of 
their Members and other Benefactions, purchaſed 
L833: 6 : 8 New South Sea Annuities to be added 
to that Fund; truſting that the good Providence of 
Gop, which hath hicherto wonderfully bleſſed all 
their Endeavours, would raiſe them up Benefactors to 
ſupply what might on this Account be wanting to- 
wards the ſeveral Branches of their charitable Deſigns.

In the Year 1743, the Society undertook a new propoſil for 
Edition of the Bible in the Welch Language, with the —— the 
the Welth 


Gommon Prayer, and Pſalms in Metre : and finiſhed 


it in 1748, by an Impreſſion of Fifteen Thouſand Co- Langusge. 


pies, which they diſperſed in the moſt prudent, uſeful 
and extenſive Manner they could. But ſuch was the 
Zeal and Thirſt of good Chriſtians throughout Wales 
for having the Holy Scriptures in that Language, 
(wherein alone they could poſſibly read them) that 
this Impreſſion, large as it was, fell exceedingly ſhort 
of the univerſal Demand that was made for it. For 
which Reaſon the Society, from a compaſſionate and 
Chriſtian Regard to their Wants, put into the Preſs 
another Edition of the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame 
Number of Copies; as likewiſe of Five Thouſand 
New Teſlaments, and as many Common Prayer Books 
in the ſame Language, This ſecond Edition was allo, 
by the Bleſſing of Gop, happily finiſhed, and diſtri- 
buted ; ſince which Time the Society, at the earneſt 
Deſire of the Natives of Wales, undertook a Third 
Edition of the Old and the New Teſtaments, in a large 
Octavo Size, with the Marginal References; and 
Twenty Thouſand Copies were printed, with a larger 
Letter than that which was uſed in the former Edi- 
tions. The Charge of this Impreſſion was ſo great, 


that the Society, beſides ſinking all the Fund which 


they had in hand towards that Deſign, incurred a Debt 
of above T'wo Thouſand Pounds: And though the 
latter is at preſent diſcharged, it is expected that all 
Perſons who apply for Books will be punctual and 
expeditious in their Payments for the ſame, that the

the Society have, in their Circular Letters to 


their Correſpondents, recommended that, with their 


Inſtructions in Religion and Piety, they ſhould join 
all proper Methods of inuring the Children to Labour 
and Induſtry; and in their Circular Letter A. D. 1712, 
they have theſe Words: 85 

% Ap becauſe ſome have apprehended, that the 
placing ſo many of them out Apprentices to Ma- 
nual Trades, as is now generally done, may oc- 
c caſion, in Time, a Want of Servants, eſpecially 
in Huſbandry ; the Society recommend it to your 


* Conſideration, whether the bringing up the Chil-

In the Year 1719, they recommended the ſame

« TH E beſt Means of employing the Poor has 
always had a Share in the Thoughts of the wiſeſt 
Men in this Kingdom; and the preſent State of 
Affairs, with reſpect to our Trade, ſeems to re- 
quire a Continuance of your Care and Applica- 
tion, to promote thoſe Employments among the 
Children educated in Charity Schools, which may 
be moſt for the Service of the Publick ; ſo that 
beſide Reading, Writing, and Arithmetick, and 
inſtructing them in the Principles and Rules of 


our holy Religion, they ought alſo to be inured 


to ſome ſort of profitable Labour or Buſineſs. 

&« IT has been obſerved by a worthy Correſpond- 
ing Member, that where, in the Want of other 
Labour, the Children in the Country go a Mile 
or two to School, even that has contributed to 
make them robuſt and active; and that Gar- 


dening, Plowing, Harrowing, or other ſervile La- 


bour every other Day for their Parents, has been

« Time of their Admiſſion to ſubſcribe to fome ſuch

&« jeſty King GEORGE, to be the only lawful and

FT\HE Society, ſince the Accounts which they com- 

municated to their Members and the Public, have as « 
received ſeveral Letters from their Miſſionaries in the 
Eaſt Indies, the Subſtance of which is as follows. 


: Madras, The Reverend Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt, in a 
At Letter dated in January, 1778, containing ſome Account 
of their Miſſion in the Courſe of the preceding Year, in- 
form the Soc1eTyY that it having pleaſed Gop to preſerye 
the public Tranquility and Peace in thoſe Parts of the 
Country, Divine Service bad been regularly performed in 
the Congregations ; the Care of the Schools and alſo the 
inviting the Heathens to the Kingdom of CHRIST had 
without Impediment been continued. They had not 
_ ceaſed to excite the idolatrous People of that Country to 
Repentance, and to accept the gracious Offer of Mercy 
made to them in the Goſpel, Therefore though _ 
= | cou 
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could have given a large Account, from their Journals 
which they keep Year by Year, of the Conferences and 
Diſcourſes they had held with the Heathens, they thought 
it would be ſuperfluous, and humbly hoped that their aſ- 
ſuring the SocttTyY that theſe Conferences and Diſcourſes 
are never diſcontinued, would be fufficient, and kindly 
accepted inſtead of a 'prolix Narrative of them. They 
mention that their Portugueze Congregation had got an 
Increaſe of Eleven, and the Malabar (or Tamnlian) of 
Thirty-ſix Souls, in all 47. Among theſe were Five Per- 
ſons who had been converted by their Catechiſt at Yelore. 
Childten born and chriftened in the Portugueze Congre- 
gation were Eight, and in the Malabar Thirty-ſeven, to- 
gether 45 Children : So that the whole Increaſe conſiſted 
of 92 Souls, There were deceaſed in the Porta 
Congregation Eleven, and in the Malabar Thirty-four ; 
ſo that the Number of the born and the deceaſed was 
equal (viz.) 45. In both the Congregations 20 Couple 
had been married; and 62 Perſons had, after particular 
Inſtruction given them, been admitted the firſt Time to 
the Lonxb's Supper. The Number of ſuch Children in 
the Schools as are maintained at the Expence of the Miſ- 
ſion amounted to upwards of Forty, | £ 

The Miſſionaries write that Madras being the chief 
Engliſh Settlement on that Coaſt, where every Thing is 
much dearer than in other Places, the Care which they 
were obliged to take for the bodily Support of the Mala- 
bar Congregation and of the many poor People belongin 
to it was great and burthenſome, and required all the Af- 
ſiſtance they could procure for that Purpoſe. 

Mr Fabricius had made two Journies in the Courſe of the 
Year, one in Auguſt to Sadras, and another in September to 
Pullicat. In Sadras he preached two Sermons, and in Pul- 
licat likewiſe two; ved 1 chriſtened at the firſt Place Five, 
and at the laſt, Eighteen Children, belonging partly to the 
Dutch, partly to the Portugueze, and partly to the Mala- 
bar Congregation of the 1 Church. They add far- 
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ther that the Malabar Treatiſe compoſed by the Reverend 
Mr. Swartz, the Title of which is, Diglogues between @ 
Heathen and a Chriſtian, ſhewing the whole Chr Mien, Doc- 


trine, and the Truth of it, was laik Year printed and, finiſh- 


ed; that twenty Sheets of the Malabar and Engliſh Dic- 
tionary in, Quarto were printed, and that the Remainder 
would make three Sheets more. 

Before they conclude their Letter they mention 8 
Thankfulneſs the charitable Gifts and Benefactions, which 
had laſt Year been beſtowed, upon their Miſſion. Licu- 
tenant O'Hara had given Four Pagodas and a half, and 
Mrs 1/abella Croke 80 and a half. 1 David Horne, Ser-

The Reverend Menleurs Wan des and Ee in a. 
Letter dated January 18, 1778, aſſure the Society that 
they had endeavoured to diſcharge the Truſt repoſed in 
them to the beſt of their Power. Mr Gericks had been 
indefatigable | in preaching the Goſpel both at Home and 
in the Country. He had been nine Times at the Pollams, 
and once at Dewucottah. _ 

Seventeen adult Perſons from among the Heathens had 


"renounced Idolatry and been baptized: Eleven Papiſts 


had left that Communion and were become Proteſtants : 
And Thirty-two Children born of Chriſtian Parents had 
been baptized: So that the whole Increaſe had been Sixty. 
They conclude with ſaying that they will continue to 
ſtudy the Holy Scriptures and to preach the Goſpel ; and 
will earneſtly implore the Divine Aſſiſtance to enable them 
to overcome the Difficulties they meet with in the Work

The Socikry are happy to hear by a Letter dated Ja- 
nuary 20, 1778, that Mr Diemer had recovered his Health 
. io 
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fo ſar as to do Duty every Sunday in Exgliſb and German ; 
and that Mr Bento was much better, and diſcharged his 
Duty in tte beſt Manner he was able. The Miſſionaries 
inform the Soorety that Mr Bento's laſt Illneſs obliged 
them to write to their Brethren at Trangusbur to deſire 
ſome Aſſiſtance from them; and that they had been fo 
kind as to fend Mr Koenig for that Purpoſe, who went to 
Calcutta in April, and ſtaid there till Auguſt; during which 
Time he offic.ated in the Portugueze Congregation, But 
as he could not ſtay any longer with them, and the Por- 
Prater Congregation neceſſarily required a Fellow. La- 
rer to aſſiſt Mr Bento, they deſired Mr Gerlach, another 
of the Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranguebar, to come and aſ- 
ſiſt them, who wrote them Word that he intended coming 
the firſt Opportunity. They entertain . Hopes that 
many of the Romihh Communion will forſake their Errors, 
and come over to the Proteſtant Religion. The Rome 
Prieſts deſignedly keep their People in great Ignorance: 
otherwiſe they would break their Bonds aſuniler, and caft 
eway their Cords frem them; The Heathens want no Op- 
portunities for their Conviction; but if they are convinced, 
they refuſe to embrace the Chriſtian Religion. Mr Diemer 
lays that a Heathen Writer had been convinced of the. 
Abſurdities of his own Religion, and in plain Terms con- 
feſſed, that the Chriſtian was better. He un told that 
the Chriſtian Religion afforded unſpeakable Comfort and 
Support to all her true Votaries and Profeſſors by encou- 
raging them to look beyond the Grave to a better World, 
where they ſhould live for ever; and that his Religion, 
vhich taught the Doctrine of the Tranſmigration of Souls, 
could give no ſuch Comfort or Hope. This he allowed 
to be true. Ele us farther told that if he choſel to change 
hs Religion, he ſhould be well inſtructed in the Chriſtian, 
and that it was at leaſt his Duty to make a Trial, and to 
enquire into the Doctrines r Chriſtianity.— But he then 
began to ſmile and ſaid, '[ cannot, and will not change.” 
He ſays that the common People believe a Multiplicity 
of Gods, and will enumerate many Gods and mas > 
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wh their Generations, and declare that all Gods ought 
to be worſhipped. But it is very difficult to determine 
what the Bramins believe. We had, ſays he, the other 
Day, a Converſation with a Bramin, who aſſerted © that 
* the whole Univerſe is Go bat now ſpeaks in me is God, 
% and what animates a Dog, is God; and when Ged retires 
« out of the Dog, be muſs die immediately.” They account 
God the Author of all their Immoralities and wicked Ac- 
tions; and fo ſtrongly do they adhere to this Notion, that 
a Bramin will expreſsly ſay, e When. I have an Inclination 
to feat, I cannot help it, becauſe God made me ſo: and 
when ſuch a one is puniſhed, he ſays, „ cannot belp it, 
e it was ſo deſtined,” The Bramin delpiſes all other * 
and the loweſt is deſpiſed by all. 

The Veneration for the = and the ſacred Bulls is 
exceedingly great among the Bengalers. The other = 
4 Mr Diemer, the Leg of one of theſe Bulls was brok- 

The Beaſt was immediately ſurrounded by many 
S People, andi the Bramins eſpecially were very 
buly, and much concerned for the Bull. Some brought 
him Fooda others Medicine, and others Ropes to re- 
move him: to a dry Place. Thus was the ſacred Bull 
carried away with. all. poſſibie Care, and every Method 
tried to recover him. But when a poor Wretch lies in 
the Streets, and his Diſtreſs. calls alqud-for the Compaſſion 
of thoſe who paſs by] if he is of a low Caſt, he is entirely 
neglected. The mercileſs and haughty Bramin paſſes on 
without being affected at the Sight of ſuch an Object of 
Compaſſion: But were be a ſacred Bull, proper Care 
would be iminediately taken of bim. When a Bengalee's 
Houſe takes Fire, he is obliged. firſt to ſave his Cow; and 
though his Wife and Children ſhould; be conſumed by 
the Fire, it ſignifies nothing; but if the Cow periſhes in 
the Flames, he looſes his Caſt. How much Chriſtians 
are indebted. to the Light af the Goſpel, let every one 

judge. He adds that the Engii/h-and Poriugueze Con- 
gregations are encreaſed. - In both 53. Children have 
been chriſtened and 10 adult Perſons, ge 5 theſe laſt 
| were

were Four of the Bengal Caſt, Two of the Malabar, One 
of the Malay, and Three of the Followers of Mabomet. 
There have been Eleven Perſons converted from the Er- 
rors of Popery. So that the whole Number amounts to 
Seventy-four. In the Engliſþ Congregation were 132 
Communicants, and in the Portuguese 68 : In all 200. 
Eighteen Couple had been married, and only Eight Per- 
ſons had died. Beſides the Twenty Charity Boys, Five 
were entirely maintained; and the Number of the Out- 
Scholars was incieaſed to 116, ſome of whom partook of 
the Bounty of the Society. He ſays that ſome Chriſtians 
were become earneſt in their Religion; which was likely 
to have a happy Influence on their Fellow-Chriſtians and 
likewiſe on the Heathens. | 
The Reverend Mr Swartz, in a Letter dated January Tirutfhine-- 
23, 1778, acquaints the Society that Gob had been gra- palh. 
ciouſly pleaſed to preſerve him and all his Aſſiſtants in the 
Miſſion. He fays that every one of the Catechiſts had 
had an Opportunity of going Abroad, and converſing 
with the Gentiles in the Country that every one at that 
Time kept a Diary; from which it appeared that they 
had all been diligent in the Diſcharge of their Duty. 
They uſually explained to the Gentiles the main Doctrines 
of the Goſpel, and read to them'ſomething out of the 
New Teſtament, and other religious Books, The Hea- 
thens praiſed and commended the Doctrines of the Goſ- 
pel, but were afraid of the Sufferings they muſt undergo. 
from their Relations, in caſe they renounced their Idola- 
try. Mr Swartz ſent one of the Catechiſts to make a 
Journey towards the Eaſt of Tiruiſbinapally, who, when 
he returned, told him that he had preached not only to 
Chriſtians but to Heathens; and particularly what Pains 
he had taken in recalling one of his Friends, whom Pride 
and Avarice had tempted to apoſtatize. Another of the 
Natives had vilited the diſperſed Chriſtians, who live in 
the Southern Parts of the Country, many of whom ex- 
preſſed a great Deſire of having Teachers among 2 * 
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The two Catechiſts at Vallam had preached the Goſpel 
with becoming Zeal, whom Mr Swartz earneſtly intreated 
to go on, and publiſh the Woti of Gop wherever they 
could, not regarding the Diſcouragements they might 
meet with. In their laſt Journey they obſerved how ſome 
Families conſulted one with another what they ſhould do 
—whether they ſhould receive and publicly profeſs the 
true I aw, (as they called it) or whether they ſhould re- 
main in their old Way. One of the chief Men ſaid, If 
„ you receive the Doctrine of the true Law, there will 
* be none to perform the Ceremonies at the Pagode, and 

& that will cauſe a great Tumult.“ | | 
Mr Swartz ſays that he has viſited Taxyore four Times. 
On Sunday Morning he uſually preached to the Englifb 
Congregation, and after that to the Malabar People; and 
that he had twice prepared ſome People to receive the 
Sacrament of Baptiſm. He had beſides converſed freely 
with all Ranks of Heathens, and had explained to them 
the Truths of natural and revealed Religion. All heard 
and applauded, ſaying, True, what can avail all, our 
Images, and the numberleſs Ceremonies performed by 
« us! There is but one ſupreme Being, the Maker and 
„ Preſerver of all.” But as the Worſhip of Images has 
been introduced, and is now eſtabliſhed by long Prac- 

tice, it is difficult to quit it. In one of my firſt 
Journies, ſays he, I arrived at a large Place, where the 
% Heathens celebrated a Feaſt—I was ſtruck with the ex- 
* ceſſive Crowd I ſaw before me. | ſtood at ſome Diſ- 
&* tance from them; but was ſoon ſurrounded by a Num- 
6 ber of People, to whom I explained the glorious Per- 
« fections of God, and remarked how abſurd the Worſhip 
* of Images was; how they diſhonoured Gop by all their 
* Idolatry, and how they enhanced their Miſery. I told 
them at the ſame Time what infinite Mercy Gop had 
* ſhewed to loſt Sinners by ſending them a Redeemer, 
„and at laſt how they might become Partakers of the 
„ Benefit of Redemption: All ſeemed pleaſed, acknow- 
* ledging their Folly, and praiſing the Excellency of the 
« Chriſtian Doctrine. efore and after Noon new 
« Crowds

« Crowds came near. I ſpoke till I was quite ex- 
“ hauſted,” ; 

Mr Swartz informs the SocizTy that his Congregation 
had had an Increaſe of about 30; that the Schools at 
Tirutſhinapally and Tanjore had been kept up as formerly; 
but that one of the Schoolmaſters, Mr Aldwell, had deſired 
Permiſſion to lay down his Office at Tirutfhinapally, and 
that he was gone to Madras, where he was employed as 
Schoolmaſter with a Salary of 5o/. ſterling per Anmum : 
And that the ſecond Schoolmaſter, Mr Wheatley, ſeemed 
likewiſe defirous to quit his Employment, and to follow 
fome other Buſineſs. 

Mr Swartz mentions the Arrival of Mr Poble, whom 
the Daniſh Miſſionaries at Tranquebar had kindly ſent to 
his Aſſiſtance, and fays that he has great Reaſon to be 
thankful to them ſor having done ſo; for that Mr Poble 
has not only a clear Head, but a pious Heart, and a great 
Deſire of doing Good to the Natives; and that having 
been before fond of Oriental Languages, he improved fo 
faſt as to be able in three Months Time to preach in the 
Malabar Language; that he had made conſiderable Pro- 
greſs in the Engliſh, and could catechiſe in the Engliſh 
School: In ſhort that his Faculties and Conduct were very 

romiſing. Mr Swartz therefore begs that the SocteTy 
will be pleaſed to receive Mr Pohle as their Miſſionary, 
The Society have likewiſe received a Letter from Mr 
Poble himſelf, in which he ſays, that as a ſincere Deſire of 
promoting Chriſtian Knowledge had induced him to quit 
Tranquebar, and to go to Trrutſhinapally, he hoped that 
the SocieTY would approve of his having done ſo, and: 
would accept him as their Miſſionary, 

The SocteTy have agreed to comply with the Requeſt: 
of Mr Swartz and Mr Poble, after being aſſured by the 
Reverend Mr Profeſſor Freyl/inghauſen that Mr Poble was 
every Way qualified for ſo important a Truſt.

dated January 30, 1778, acknowledge the Receipt of the

Stores and Preſents ſent by the Society, all which came 
ſafe and in good Condition, They write that as their 
Printing-Preſs was in much better Order than before, they 
were got as 'far as the Second Book of Samuel in the Se- 
cond Part of the Malabar Old Teſtament ; and that be- 
ſides this they had begun to print a new and correct Edi- 
tion of the Malabar Hymn-Book, and of Thomas a Kempis's 
Imitation of Chrift in Portugueze. | 

They mention Mr Koenig's having arrived ſafe from 
Bengal, and that they were convinced of the Neceſſity of 
ſending Mr Gerlach thither, which they had determined to 
do as ſoon as any Opportunity ſhould occur. Mr Klein, 
after frequent and preſſing Invitations from their Friends 
at Ceylon to preach among them the Goſpel, and to admi- 
niſter the Holy Sacrament, was gone there for that Pur- 
poſe. They inform the Society that the Increaſe of - 
their Congregation in the preceding Year was 106: 
Amongſt them were 72 Heathens and 34 Papiſts. The 
Number of Children in their Schools both in Town and 
in the Country was 318, They had re-eſtabliſhed the 
School at Porreiar, which had been neglected and even 
diſcontinued for ſome Years, and ſuch of the Malabar 
Children at were capable, had an Opportunity of learning 
the Portugueze and German Languages. 

The Ordination of their Catechiſt Rajappen was de- 
ferred till the Return of Mr Klein from Ceylon. They 
were daily occupied in preparing him for the holy. Office, 


and his Behaviour gave them great Hopes of his provin 
a faithful Aſſiſtant to them. x 


The Socigry have been favoured with a Letter from 
the Reverend Mr Profeſſor Freylinghauſen, dated Novem- 
ber 25, 1778, wherein he pathetically laments the Death 
of Mr Schoelkopf, and ſays that he deſpairs of having it

HE SocttTy have received a Letter from the Reve- 
rend Mr Triebner, dated the 4th of March, 1779, 
containing the following Particulars, That having for 
two Years and a half been under a Tyrannical Govern- 
ment and particular Oppreſſions, he had no Opportunity 
to write to the Socixr Y; that during the Rebellion, he 
and his Adherents had been expoſed to many Indignities 
and Dangers, that he had been looked upon as a Ring- 
leader of the Tories in the Diſtri& where he lived, and 
had been three Times obliged to pay a Fine of Forty 
Shillings; and that he and fourteen of his Hearers on 
refuſing to take an Oath of Abjuration were made Pri- 
ſoners ; that on the 5th of Oober, -1777, he was carried 
before a Committee of twelve Men as an Enemy to the 
State, and becauſe he refuſed taking the Oath, he was 
declared a Priſoner of _ he was at length forced by 
one 
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one of the rebel Commanders, who held a drawn Sword 
over him, to take the Oath. At length, ſays he, the Time 
of Deliverance drew near—His Majeſty's Troops arrived 
at the End of the Year, and by the Bleſſing of Gov, they, 
under the Command of Colonel Campbell, obtained a com- 
plete Victory over the Georgian and Carolinan Rebels. 

As to his Labours in the Miniſtry, he ſays he goes on 
as formerly; that he preaches thrice a Week, and in- 

ſtruts Children in the Principles of the Chriſtian. Re- 
ligion — That in the Courſe of two Years and a half 
Ninety had been baptized, Forty buried, and Twenty 
Couple married, | : 

In another Letter dated July 20, 1779, Mr Triebner 
writes, That notwithſtanding the Troubles and Tumults in 
thoſe Parts, Divine Service had, as uſual, been uninter- 
ruptedly performed, and that his Congregation had not 
for many Years loſt one Sunday's preaching ; ſo that ſuch 
as were willing to attend, could never complain of hav- 
ing had no Opportunity. | 

The Reverend Mr Paſche having acquainted the So- 
CIETY that he had ſome German Bibles and Hymn-Books 
to ſpare, and likewiſe ſome German Books and TI racts 

ubſiſhed from the Manufcripts of the late Reverend 

r Ziegenbagen, which he believed would be very uſeful 
ta Mr Triebner's Congregation at Ebenezer, but which, 
on account of their late Diſtreſſes, they are not able to 
pay for, he was deſired to take the Trouble of ſending 
them, and the SoeteTyY readily engaged to pay the Price

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So IE T's MISS ION to the 
Iſlands of Scilly. 


HE Reverend Mr Troutbeck, the Socizrv's Miſſio- 
1 nary, has acquainted the SoctzTY with his ſafe Ar- 
rival at St Mary's, where he was received and treated with 
the utmoſt Civility by the Reverend Mr Lewis. During 
his Stay at St Mary's he officiated in Mr Lewis's Church, 
where, he ſays, was a large Congregation, which far ex- 
ceeded his Expectation. He finds that Mr Lewis keeps 
Order in the Schools, and has, he is told, greatly 
reformed the Iſlanders ſince he came among them. 

In a ſubſequent Letter he informs the Soei r that the 
Inhabitants of Treſco received him courteoufly, and ex- 
preſſed their Gratitude to the SocreTy for their Goodnefs 
in providing ſpiritual Food for their Souls, which they . 
were not able of themſelves to provide. 

He ſays, they behave very reſpectfully, to him, and 

romiſe to do every Thing in their Power to make his 
Reſidence among them agreeable, and by improving un- 
der his Miniſtry, to convince the SocttTy that their pious 
Deſigns in ſending a Miniſter among them ſhall not be 
fruſtrated. Their Attendance on Divine Service is con- 
ſtant, and their Behaviour devout, He obſerves that they 
do not want Underſtanding in regard to Traffick, but as 
to Religion they are very ignorant, Conſidering the De- 


pravity of human Nature, it cannot reaſonably be ex- 


pected that ſuch a Set of poor People as they are, who

have always lived in a State of Anarchy, according to the 
Bent of their own Inclination and Humour, without either 
Law or Controul, or any to inſtruct them in the Ways of 
Religion and Virtue, ſhould have any perfect Knowledge 
of their Duty to Gop or Man. | N 
Mr Troutbec is informed that ſince the Eſtabliſhment - 
of the Schools, many hundred Children have been taught 
to read, and to ſay the Catechiſm, who, without ſuch 
Proviſion for their Inſtruct ion, would never have known 
a Letter. He ſays there are about a hundred Children 
now at the Schools, ſome of whom can read the Bible, 
and ſay the Church-Catechiſm much better than he ex- 
pected, being chiefly young Ones, and many cannot go 
to School for Want of Cloaths. | ; 
He ſays that all Proviſions, except Corn, Potatoes and. 
freſh Fiſh, are ſcarce and dear, and that Butchers Meat, 
for Want of ſufficient and proper Feeding, is very bad, 
there being no Hay produced in any of the Off-Iſlands, 
and only Corn enough to ſupply the Inhabitants with 
Bread, The Iſlanders ſeldom eat any Fleſh Meat, but 
live upon Fiſh and Potatoes all the Year; their Houſes 
are mean, and bur little better than Stables. | 
Mr Troutbeck writes that on the 7th of March laſt there 
were nine poor Men drowned going out to Sea to pilot 
in ſome Ships, who have left ſeven Wicows and twenty- 
eight Children in the greateſt Diſtreſs : which, he ſays, 
often happens there, as the Men in Winter have no other 
Way of getting a Living, than by piloting Ships: So 
for a little Gain are obliged to run great Hazards, He 
went to ſee the Houſes of theſe poor Widows, which he 
found ſo miſerably bad, that they might as well almoſt 
lodge out of Doors. They had nothing but Straw to lie 
upon, without any Kind of Bed-Cloaths, and nothing to 
ſubſiſt on but a Kind of Shell-Fiſh, which they gather 
from the Rocks. He adds that in all likelihood theſe 
miſerable Creatures muſt periſh in Winter, being con- 
fined upon a ſmall deſolate Iſland, where. they have no 
Chance to beg, becauſe very few Strangers come among 
them, and their Neighbours are not able to relieve them. 
| The 
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The Socikry having ſome Time ago been informed by 
the Reverend Mr Lewis that there was a yery good Houſe 
at Treſco, to be either let or ſold, have taken it for Mr 
Troutbeck to reſide in; and as he writes Word that he 
finds it comfortable and convenient, the Socigry will 
either take a Leaſe of it, or elſe purchaſe it for the Reſi- 
dence of their Miſſionary«
